ly chopped cucumber, I cup light 
cream, lk cup minced cucumber. 
Method: Turn potato soup (just 
as it comes from the can) into a 
1-quart saucepan. F ill the soup can 
with milk and add with the bouil­ 
lon cube and I % cups cucumber. 
Heat slowly, stirring occasionally, 
until very hot and cucumber is 
partly cooked — at least IO min­ 
utes. Put through food m ill; cover 
and chill. Shortly before serving 
stir in the cream and
